BY HIS SON-IN-LAW 


Will O’Neil Shoots as Man 
Advances Toward Him 
With Shotgun 


Sunday evening', at 
about 
6:30 
obelock, John Hollis, 
a man past 
fifty years of age, a rural route mail 
carrier out of Alvord, and for years 
a citizen of that town, was shot and 
instantly killed by his son-in-law, 
' Will O’Neil. The shooting occurred 
at the home of O’Neil, and from what 
can be learned about the trouble Hol­ 
lis was advancing on his son-in-law 
with a shotgun. 
County Attorney 
I : Ratliff and Sheriff-elect Sam Faith 
went up to Alvord, the scene of the 
trouble, immediately upon receipt of 
the news and were in attendance at 
the inquest. O’Niel was allowed bail 
in the sum oV$l,00(), which was readi­ 
ly given. 
In fact, the young man 
could have given a bond many times 
over the amount required. ' It seems 
that O’Niel and wife were at home 
Sunday afternoon when Hollis, who 
was under the influence of liquor, en­ 
tered the house and commenced to 
abuse O’Niel. 
The young man and 
his wife were endeavoring to pacify 
Hollis when he grabbed a shotgun 
and advanced toward 
his 
son-in- 
law. 
As the man, crazed with drink, 
raised the gun to fire at O’Niel, the 
young man brought a 23 automatic 
pistol into action, and John Hollis 
fell with five bullet wounds in his 
body, dying almost instantly. 
Mrs. 
O’Niel ran out of the room when her 
father came in. 
Just as she reached 
the yard the shots were fired. 
J his sad, sad affair was brought 
about by strong drink. Hollis, when 
sober, was a peacable, law-abiding 
Citizen, 
industrous 
and a likable 
fellow, but when on one of his per­ 
iodical sprees he was considered a 
very dangerous man. 
When his 
brain was fired with whiskey Hollis 
upon numerous occasions has armed 
himself with a shotgun and made his 
fellow townsmen ‘‘hide out,” 
and 
several times serious 
trouble has 
been narrowly averted. 
Mr. O’Niel, the young man who did 
the shooting, is known to quite a 
number of Decatur people and they 
regret to hear of this trouble. 
He 
Mias a good reputation and for some 
^lim e has been connected with the 
Terrell Collins establishment at Al­ 
vord. 
About three years ago O’Neil 
married Hollis’ 
daughter, LaRue, 
and, it is said, their married life 
was happy, except on the occasions 
of Hollis’ wild sprees, when he would 
come home and create trouble. 
Hol­ 
lis was a widower, his wife having 
died several years ago, and since the 
marriage of his daughter has been 
living with the young couple.

I have carefully ex­ 
amined the work and can certify that 
neither the name of John H. Steph­ 
ens nor J. W. Bailey appears in the 
hook, tho extensive quotations from 
more than one half of our Texas rep­ 
resentatives are published in it with 
approval, including the great speech 
in full of Hon. C. B. Randell, advo­ 
cating a bill to prohibit members of 
congress acting as attorneys for pub­ 
lic service corporations during their 
term of office.

Organization Growing In 
Interest Among the 
Thrifty Farmers 


The last meeting of the truck grow­ 
ers was successful in that several 
acres of truck crops were pledged to 
he planted and grown for next year’s 
market. This is a matter worthy of 
the attention of every sandy land 
farmer within a radius of ten miles of 
Decatur. 
The proposition is simple, 
the requirements such as any farmer 
can meet. 
It is only that of pledging 
to grow a patch of any size decided 
by the farmer of the kind of vegeta­ 
bles for which 
an outside carlot 
market can 
be 
bound. 
Melons, 
cantaloupes and tomatoes seem to be 
the favorite crops with many, and 
several acres of these 
have been 
pledged, although most kinds of veg­ 
etables are represented. 
Probably 
one hundred acres of sweet potatoes 
have been pledged. 
Most every san­ 
dy land farmer can grow 
a small 
acreage, from one acre on up of 
melons, tomatoes or cantaloupes and 
make 
probably 
four 
to 
six 
times per acre more from them than 
he can from cotton.
